‘Wall stroet, for the mnjor part of the week pasi, re-
mained with ope ecye fixed upon Congress and the
other on the price list. It was rather an agreoable
condivion of sirablsmus than otherwise, for the cbliquity
of vislon was thought to be sure of a cura under the
hands of Congressional doctors, and the restored sight
was to centre upon the wiew ‘ol n fresh confidence,
bigher values and a geueral look forwnrd to a growiog
prosperity. ‘Things, however, did not [all out ns was
expeeted, No xooner was it assured by the passage of
the Electoral bill that everything in Stock Exchange
mattera wig to go night than st once averything wont
wrong. The higher prices that bulls’ mouthd watered
for faded awny like a fog, bears grown mangy appeared
nggrosnively sleek and snarling and the entire spocula-
tion experienced n complote revelution at the end of
the week. At the boginning of the sen'night thiogs

ruled quite diflerently, for them the  nigh-
est prices wers mude and everylhiog pointed
to a sustaiped anda vigorous bull cumpalgn, The

Californta party, which had braved the rigors of nn
Enstern winter with the purpose of teaching New
York stock jobbers “how o do things,'* early mani-
fonted a Keen npprociation of the benutios of Western
Union and subsequently translerrod their attention to
Lake Sbore. In a perlectly satlsfaclory way, lon, so
far as an easy ncoumulation of shures went; for, under
a vory moderate advaneo in quotations, a free supply
of ronl stock, long locked up and waliting tor release,
flowed in upeun their hands, 8o the process wis ngree-
nblo to both buyer and seller, and proved, in thls |n-
pltance, ‘‘like tho gentlo rain from heaven,’ which
vihlesseth him that gives aod him that takes."
Augurios certainly were propitious upon which to
pdvance the market; s widespread and hopeful

fooling, foundod wupon the prospective settle-
ment of tho vexed Presidential question, had
sprunig up; the great stumbling bLloek In

lho path of prospority was to be cleared oot of
the way; morchants were rubblog their hands at the
glimpse of the bow of promise; money was growing
susler nnd seeking Investment, and, In genoral
prulthologienl terms, the bird that saved Romo was
beld In envious exalintion,

Unfortuoataly, the rosente outlook was axaggerated,
nnd 80 far deceptive that the supporting ahore intercst
was frightened from the market, and nearly the whole
A\rmy ol operators, great und small, became ranged
apon the bull side af tho speculation, In the absence
of n ponlis, (which some sanguine ones expecied would
appear upon the stage ol the Stock Exchange with the
suddennoss ol a harlequin through a trap), and with
anly o meagre demand from the bears, the efforis of
tho eliques to sell out and realize profits met with poor
BUCCess, :

Consequently Lake Shore fell from 58 to 54%;, Wont-
ern Union from 78 to 75%; and Michigan Central from
b0 1o 473, these being tho highest and lowest priors
of the week nnd of the stocks that came most directly
under pool munipulations,

_ An Influence disconnected with clique movements,
however, and which lent additional heaviness to specu-
lation at the end ot the week, cropped out in tho de-
morilizged conaltion of the conl stocks. .

The previons auction sales, with their unsatisfactory
returns, bod o depressing tendency, and thase were
followed by varlous reporis in regard to fiuancial em-
barrassments within thiemselves and of moneyed aifl-

\wluu smohg Ins'1tutions which had either advanced
apon Lheir securitles or discounted their paper,
‘Whetlier truo or talse the rumors were of disastrous
effect, as evinced by a fall in prices, which ranged from
)5 to 6} per cent, and lefi quowtions but |itle im,
proved on Saturday night.

The St. Puul stocks were another tainted spot in the
murket, showing, ss they did, a racession of

wome threa poluts for the week, DBad baosi-
negs  and  worse stories, that  will bo  sifted
when the timo comes, are hanging like n

alghtmare over theso properties, with little promise
of & plensant waking up In tbe near luture. Beyond
the stocks above spoken ol the remainder of the list
wns buoyant or d dent, ns IL T 1 the cue from
the more prominent [ancies.

At the very end of Saturday's market the pressure to
woll gave way to a rather netive covering of the bears,
who, in view of the Intervening Sunday, were anxious
to close up their short contracts; there even appearcd
wome digposition to take Western Union for the long
wccount,

Inna word, the market closed steady, but without
any index as to whether Monday's business will show
a further improvement or another downward plunga,
